County Tumor Clinic opens its doors for a 
continuing program lo improve the quality 
and scope of medical service for the welfare 
of the people of this area, it will be aecom- 
plishmK u community-wide facility which no 
other county has succeorlecl in establishing. 


Through 
the foresight of the 
Ulster 


County Hoard of Supervisors, this clinic was 
CTook'd to alToiti modern care to the potcn 
tial and actual cancer patients and also to 
provide opportunities for 
physicians 
to 


utilize modern facilities in diagnosis, ther 
aphy ami development of education and re- 
search in malignant and other allied diseases. 


In order to attain a high degree of medical 


standards in any community, there must be 
an appreciation of health problems not only 
by members of the medical profession but 
also by other interested citizens. The Ulstei 
County Tumor Clinic is a reality because of 
the genuine interest of so many Ulstej 
County people. Lay and .professional groups 
working together with a profound apprecia^ 
tlon of the problems of health have suc- 
ceeded in erecting this modern clinic, which 
the people of Ulster County justly can fee 
proud. 


Adjoining the new Tumor Clinic is the 


Kingston Laboratory, erected in 1936. This 
is the only munlclpally-owned laboratory 
between New York and Buffalo. • 


Besides two targe general hospitals—the 


Kingston and Benedictine Hospitals, we 
has-e a large tuberculosis hospital, Also we 
are one of six counties in New York State 
with a County • Health Department. 


There also is under consideration at this 


time a sanitorium for chronic disease 
patients. 
- 


A probable future project will be the 


establishment of some sort of rest hostel 
wherein persons seriously ill with tumor 
malignancies might come to Kingston dur- 
ing treatments, instead of having to go long 
distances to their homes, only to return the 
following day, if required. 


Measured by oil her the qualitative or the 


quantitative yardstick, the medical program 
of Ulster County Is unequalled in any com- 
parable county. 


This awareness of the problems of health 


of its people by Ulster County stands out 
impressively today and especially so when 
there is a movement for regimented or so- 
cialized medicine by the government, If 
there were similar interest and action by 
other communities throughout the country 
there would be little excuse for the pro- 
posal of government dominated medicine 
standards. 


It has been said that the surest way to 


improve American medical service is to keep 
politics out of it. The continuing program in 
Ulster County would seem to prove it.

Fabrlcanl compares the Increase between gov- 


ernment employment and total employment and he 
llnds that 
. . . The rate of growth in total 


employment, substantial though it,has been, fell 
far short of the. Very high rate of growth in gov- 
ernment employment, . . ." Total, employment 
Incrocuicd Irom i000-48 by about 120 per cent, 
while government employment increased by 450-500 
per cent1, privately employed workers 6y about 
100 per cent.

Fabricanl makes two points which I prefer to 


quote: 
". . , In not a single function of the federal 


government, the cities, or New York state (or 
other states of'which he have record), was the 
number of workers actualy reduced. In no other 
sector of the economy would wo find every major 
division expanding. 


"The results are almost us striking when growth 


in population is Uvken as the standard against 
which to set the rates of Increase in individual 
functions. Every federal function pushed employ- 
ment up moro than population grow. Evovy New 
York Htiitc function punhed employment up more 
thim the poputMlon of (ho state BBOW, As for ditto, 
all except three functions pushed employment up 
more than urban population grow, 
"The three municipal functions that did not 
grow us rapidly as urban population arc the 'gen- 
erul control' functions, administrative, legislative, 
and judicial, In the federal government as well, and 
in part also In New York and other states, it- was 
these functions that tended to lag." 
Politically these trends produce a vast number 


ol men and women, nil voters, and their close kin, ' 
who have a vested interest'in government jobs, in 
> 


the continuance of departments and1 functions, 
in the maintenance o£ payrolls—that Is, in' the 
high cost of government ' 
The strongest resistance politically to the Im- 


plementation of the Hoover reports, for. Instance, 
comes from organlxntlons of government employes 
who object to any reduction in pio government pay- 
roll. In fact, the lobbying of such organizations i« 
Washington and in state capitals Is for constant 
increases in government spending, especially in 
their particular departments and agencies. Unless 
tills trend is arrested, Its political effect may be 
government by its own employes and an unending 
increase'In taxes 
The question arises whether there is not danger 


that we shall continue to increase this government 
labor force still further until so many we employed 
in this manner that a. large segment o£ the popula- 
tion will be withdrawn from the private enterprise 
labor force. Maybe that is good or bad dr some- 
thing, but, It needs to bo faced candidly. We are 
still, shoving names on the government payroll 
perhaps'to keep down unemployment figures. We 
are siitl paying taxes for a huge host ot citizens 
whose services are of doubtful productive value.

"Did absorption by government of functions 


commonly performed »t the opening of thd century 
by private enterprise play any role in expanding 
government employment? Employes engaged in 
public service enterprises rose only slightly more 
rapidly than population. Measured In this way and 
in this sense, increased 'socialization' of production 
does not appear to have been a significant fac- 
tor, . . . " 
There Is too IHrte evidence to form any con-, 


, elusion other than that the use of government em- 


ployment to fight general un-employment has left 
«s a heritage of a government payroll which has 
become of such political advantage that in spite of 
the Hoover reports, the political party in power 
'dare not reduce its number, lest resentment over 
such an economy lead to political defeat. Yet, 
failure to reduce the government payroll means, 
apart from costs, that efficiency In government 
operations may be unattainable.

TREATMENT FOB ASTHMA 


In our student ctuys we knew of no specific or 


special remedy to prevent or cure an attack of osth" 
ma. As few, it any, asthmatics died ol asthun^ tho 
disease was not given the attention it deserved, con- 
sldorliig the distressing symptoms present during 
im uttack. Today every ^putiont with asthma receives 
« thorough examination, and in tho majority of 
cases he receives considerable relief, 
. 


When It was found that many cases of asthma 


were caused by allergy or sensitiveness to various 
substances, skin and oth*r tests ol these substances 
—pollen, foods, furs, feathers—were made, and 
treatment by removing these substances from the 
food and air gave relief. 
N 
The next discovery was that defects,of nose and 


throat—enlarged turblnates and polypi in the nose 
and sinus disturbances—were responsible alone for 
some cases, or responsible together with -some aller- 
gic substance. The correction of the defect of nosa 
and throat, and the use of a drug like benadryl gave 
relief. 
Some individuals have asthma and hay fever be- 
cause ot their make-up or personality—they aru 
overconscicntlous, ambitious, hard workers both 
mentally and physically; There appears to be more 
hlstaminc manufactured in them than in others, so 
that antihistaminic drugs like benadryl and pyrt- 
benzamine give relief, 
A new method of treatment of asthma has been 


announced In "Science" by three research workers 
of the University of Illinois,, Chicago, Drs. L, R.' 
Krasno, M, Grossman, and A, V, Ivy. These physi- 
cians state' that asthma paroxysms not controlled by 
adrenalin, pyribenzamine «nd benadryl, should bo 
given the new drug norisodirne which dilates or 
opens wider, the bronchial tubes. Norisodrinc Is in- 
haled as a dust from a small plastic container and 
and gave relief in 23 of 24 cases reported by these 
physicians. No serious reactions occurred. The con- 
tainer hoids but one dose usually, consumed in 
Hiree to five minutes. The pulse rate occasionally 
increases 4 to 12 boats per minute after this treat- 
ment and biooct pressure falls 3 to 20 mm,'of mer- 
cury, As increase in pulse rate and decrease in 
blood pressure show shock present the first' dose 
of nortsodrine should be taken under supervision of 
a physician,

Johnson has 'one tjxfality absolute- 
ly essential to runnmR the armed 
services of the United States. He 
can make decisions. Ho isn't al- 
ways tacluil about 
them, hut 


when the brass hats havo finished 
talking to Johnson they at least 
know where they stand 
Prior to Johnson's assumption 


of office, the joint chiefs of staff 
never came to decisions. Now 
they do. 


The joint chiefs of staff con- 
sist of Adm. Louis Dcnfcld, uhioC 
of naval operations; Gen. Hoyt 
Vandcnberg, chief of stnfl for air, 
and Gen. Omar Bradley, chief oi 
staff for the army 
The three 
secretaries — Stuart Symington for 
air, Francis Matthews for the 
navy and Gordon Grey for the 
army — «it with Johnson and the 
joint chiefs every Tuesday.
